HONGKONG (Kyodo)—Prime 
Minister Hayato Ikeda arrived 
here by a JAL plane from Bang- 
kok Wednesday after completing 
his goodwill tour of four Asian 
nations. 


In a press interview aboard 
the plane which carried Ikeda 
from Bangkok to Hongkong, the 
Prime Minister said during his 
trip he felt keenly that while 
Japan was a member of the 
“Free World” it also maintained 
a common bond with Asian 
countries. 


Ikeda stressed that Japan 
would carry out its diplomatic 
policy henceforth with special

The Constitution Research 
Council wound up deliberations 
on general problematical aspects 
concerming revision of the Con- 
stitution. yesterday with many 
differences among its members. 

The council. will present to the 
Cabinet and the Diet its recom- 
mendations on the problem in 
the summer of 1963 after still 
more deliberations. 

The general session of the 
council, held yesterday, was the 
67th, and 26 of its 41 members 
expressed their own opinions 
on the issue on general aspects 
of the 59th session which took 
place on Oct 4. 

Deliberations have been con- 
ducted in the form of free dis- 
cussion. During the delibera- 
tions, 20 members supported re- 
vision of the Constitution in 
one way or another while six 
others suggested that it should 
not be revised. 

The council is scheduled to 
take up the problem again next 
month and start deliberations on 
some 110 basic points, put on the 
agenda according to the respec- 
tive stipulations of the . Con- 
stitutions.

JSP Body Okays Draft 
Action Policy for 1962 


The Japan Socialist Party's 
campaign policy subcommittee 
yesterday approved in principle 
the draft of a political campaign 
policy adopted earlier by the 
secretariat. 

The political campaign policy 
forms the nucleus of the Social- 
ist Party’s 1962 campaign plan, 
one of the major topics to be 
presented to the three-day So- 
cialist convention scheduled to 
open Jan. 20.

Internationally, the policy 
calis for crushing “imperialistic 
ambitions of the Ikeda Cabinet” 
and “opposing the Japan-South 
Korea normalization talks in 
order to ease world tension.” 

The policy also stresses “pro- 


moting strongly the party's neu-. 


trality policy.” 

The major issue involved in 
the secretariat’s draft policy 
was “whether or not Japanese 
imperiali has been revived.” 
. This int*was a hot issue in 


the jalist Party's central 


committee meeting held early 
this month. 

Since this issue has sdéme 
bearing on the election of the 
next secretary general of the 
party, hot arguments over it 
developed between Secretary 
General Saburo Eda and his 
rival, Kozo Sasaki. 


Eda and his group claimed 
that Japanese imperialism has 
been revived while Sasaki and 
his supporters insisted that it 
was not.

112 Unwanted Children 
Cared For at Minatoryo 


By TSUGI SHIRAISHI 


One hundred and twelve deaf 
and mute children, ranging from 
6 to 19 years of age are being 
sheltered at Minatoryo in the 


city of Wakayama. This is 


home, school and a training cen- 
ter for these poor deaf and mute 
waifs. 

Newly arrived deaf children 
here are first taught to utter 
sounds and then simple words 
such as “arigato” (thank you), 
“ittemairimasu” (I am going 
out) and “tadaima” (1 have re- 
turned). Thus, step by step the 
children learn to say a few 
sentences . before taking up 
classroom work. 

Miss Sumiko Matsubara, one 
of the welfare workers at the 
institute, says deaf children are 
either spoiled or have an infer- 
jority complex when they first 
arrive. Many of them are men- 
tally retarded partly due to 
deafness or from illness which 
has damaged hearing. 

A 13-year-old boy at Minato- 
ryo lost his hearing when only 
two months old as a result of 
a fail from his bed. His par- 
ents being poor could not give 
him proper medical care which 
might have prevented the com- 
plete loss of hearing. 

The boy's decedsed father was 
a poverty-stricken day laborer 
and his stepmother neglected 
the bringing up of her six step- 
children. They barely kept 
alive on their Government 
monthly relief allocation and 
the deaf boy was regarded as

Enos the Chimp 
Rocketed Into 
Bee ad Try 


| Ape Blazes ’ Trail 
for U.S. Manned 
Attempt This Year — 


CAPE CANAVERAL, 
Fla. (AP)—A space cap- 
sule carrying a chimpan- 
zee named Enos was roc- 
keted into orbit Wednes- 
day and scientists hoped 
to recover it after three 
sweeps around the earth 
in a rehearsal for a similar 
human flight. 


The two-ton project Mercury 
capsule was boosted skyward at 
10:07 a.m. (12:07.a.m., Thursday 
JST) on the nose.of a powerful 
Atlas rocket. The huge Atlas 
performed like elockwork and 
hurled the craft into orbit more 
than 100 miles over Bermuda at 


a speed of about 17,400 miles an 
hour. 


If the capsule and its primate 
passenger are recovered safely, 
and all systems have functioned 
as planned, a U.S. astronaut will 
ride the next Mercury capsule 
into orbit, hepefully before the 
end of the year. 


If all goes'right, the capsule 
will be brought down to a land- 
ing in the Atlantic about 1,000 
miles southeast.df Cape Canave- 
ral after it has.cincled the globe 
three times with /its tiny pass- 
enger performing a series of 
lever-pushing tasks in response 
to flashing lightg’on a console.

Adzhubei stuck by his pro- 
mise to publish the full text 
in Igvestia. the official Govern- 
ment newspaper, which claims 
circulation of 4,000.000. For 
this the President publicly ex- 
pressed gratitude. 


However, the Tass summary, 
which is the only version avail- 
able to the remaining 200 mil- 
lion Russians, dismayed those 
here who hoped Kennedy had 
blown a real hole in the Iron 
Curtain. 


In general it left the impres- 
sion of Kennedy as “evasive” 
and on the defensive against 
Adzhubei’s skillful questions 
based on “concrete examples.” 


U.S. officials cited the follow- 
ing major omissions in the Tass 
Russian-language summary for 
the home audience: 

1. The President's charge 
that Russia had violated the 
Yalta and Potsdam agreements 
by never allowing the people of 


the East European. satellite 
countries to vote freely on what 
form of government they 
wanted. 


2. Kennedy's statement that 
the Soviet Union broke the mo- 
ratorium on nuclear tests after 
preparing for new blasts while 
it was still negotiating with Brit- 
ain and the United States at 
Geneva on a possible test ban 
treaty. 

3. His claim that the Berlin 
problem stems in large part 
from the Soviet refusal to agree 
to reunification of Germany. 

Tass said simply that Kennedy 
refused to “reckon with the fact 
of the existence of two German 
states.” 

As an example of ‘distortion, 
U.S. officials cited the Tass 
handling of the section on Cuba, 
in which the President charged 
Premier Fidel Castro with 


breaking his promises to hold 


free elections. Tass reported as 
follows: . 

“The Soviet journalist was in- 
terested to know whether the 
President admits that U.S. in- 
terference in the affairs of Cube 
‘was a mistake. Kennedy pers- 
isted in justifying the policy of 
his country with regard to its 
small but heroic neighbor.” 

Tass said Kennedy handled 
most major issues by “trying 
to hide behind the old screen 
of the alleged Communist 
threat.” 

Despite the Tass handling of 
the interview, most officials 
thought the effort by Kennedy 
was well worth while, because 
most of the real leaders of 
Soviet Russia will see Izyestia 
and the full text of his} remarks.

Experts Find 
Tokyo Bay 


Radioactive 


Mysterious radioactive llu- 
tion of waters .outside Tokyo 
Bay are puzzling experts here 
who suspect discharge from 
nuclear powered submurines as 
the cause. . 

The radioactivé *contamina- 
tion was revealed Yesterday to 
the third Radioactive Research 
Meeting of the Radijotherapeutic 
Research Institute ‘In Chiba, by 
oceanographer Jinjiro Nakal. 

Nakai said plankton samples 


‘from the sea atea displayed 
“abnormally high radioactivity” 
of 


1,000-1,500 destruction per 
minute per 0.5 gram of ash and 
a short half life of 30-50 days, 
but deep sea life- showed no 
unusual radioactivity. 

The samples were collected 
by Nakai's Tokai Fishery Re- 
search Institute In the waters 
off Sagami Bay and off the Boso 
Peninsula in November 1958 
(soon after the nuclear tests 
were stopped), Im December. 
1959 and in November 1960. 

He deduced that the radio- 
activity was traced back to 
some source other than fallout 
from nuclear bladtd since last 
year’s sample gave out radio- 
activity twice as-strong as that 
of samples from inside Tokyo 


ay. 

Prof. Yoshio Hivama at Tokyo 
Universitv said the “most like- 
ly culprit” was waste from an 
atomic submarine. 

He said that similar pheno- 
mena in which, radioactivity in 
limited sea areas displayed the 
same pattern of attenuation as 
the Japanese samples.in ques- 
tion were reported in waters 
off Denmark and India.

“L’'Amerique Insolite” — Un- 
conventional America — (New 
Toho from Tuesday) is a full 
length documentary in color on 
America, the most original and 
interesting that has so far been 
made on the subject. Its author, 
Francois Reichenbach, clearly 
a man of ufitisual sensitivity, is 
a professional art dealer as well 
as cinematist in France. The 
film is the result of a year and 
half’s concentrated shooting 
tour he made across the States, 
in an effort, as he says, not 
merely to report or explain or 
judge, but to discover America 
in his own way. 


His French itch to analyze 
everything he sees is happily 
combined with his engaging 
sense of humor and quick in- 
stinct for anything genuine and 
makes his observation—given in 
the form of the film's running 
commentary — singularly per- 
suasive, even Where it is acutely 
ironical. His probing into life 
in U.S. prison, for instance. 


Considerable footage is de- 
voted to this relatively little 
known aspect of life in America. 
This is the annual rodeo show 
in a Texas prison performed be- 
fore 25,000 spectators, particl- 
pated in by all the prisoners, 
either as performers or as spcc- 
tators behind a wire screen. The 
sight of armed police and guards 
swiftly and expertly examining 
individual prisoners as they are 
disgorged from one arriving 
truck after another brings one 
back sharply to reality, while 
acrobatic feats staged in the 
stadium almost give one the il- 
lusion of some scene in a west- 
ern. 


The most impressive part 
about the prison is not this rodeo 
show, however, but where the 
film dwells with some persist- 
ence upon its gleaming interior, 
the way, for instance, meals are 
served. In the polished corridors, 
the white uniformed attendant 
is seen pushing a wheeled rack 
on which are pla rows 


the 


plates. He stops before one cell, 
unlocks it, the inmate trots out, 
takes a plate and goes back to 
his cell. The attendant awaits, 
leaning back smoking a cigaret- 
te in silence. Then he relocks 
cell and moves on to 
the next cell to repeat the same 
performance. All the while he 
does not lift a finger to help any 
one of the inmates: The prison- 
ers are held incommunicado, 
well-fed in their sterilized cells. 
They are made to be aware of 
the abysmal gulf existing be- 
tween them and humanity out- 
side the wall} Reichenbach’'s 
comments here are less grim 
than what his film seems to im- 
ply. (“They are punished with- 
out being insulted”). 

His camera at times speaks 
its own lyrical language apart 
from his words, like the gray 
dawn of the Mississippi River, 
or the rains in the New Orleans 
carnival, or a great golden ex- 
panse of barley fields. His com- 
ment for the last item men- 
tioned: “Nine million cultivators 
but not a single peasant!” 

In other passages, his words 
enliven customary tourism Kems 
such as Disneyland in which 
the Wild West is preserved rang- 
ing from tamed Indians who no 
longer scalp anyone, to the day-

dreaming waxerr dolis on the 
bench and Jesse James robbing 
a train. He points out, as only 
a shrewd foreigner can, the 
American people's aWareness of 
their own legacy—such as the 
annual custom of the Houston 
townspeople to relive frontier 
life in realistic detail, enacting 
the perilous circumstances their 
forefathers are known to have 
gone through. 

Reichenbach's film celebrates 
with appropriate humor the 
American people's attachment to 
their past. In one curio. shop, 
in the film, an extremely creased 
old man is glimpsed, looking 
exactly like a doll on display in 
the glass case of his shop or like 
a well-preserved Noh mask. 

The film even hints at the 
American love of gregarious so- 
cial display in such things as the 
national twin show in which 
old twins participate as well as 
new born twins, or models en- 
acting realistically romantic 
scenes for advertising agencies. 
It subtly points to the character- 
istic American belief in formulas 
and recipes by spotlighting such 
institutions as the three-week 
training school for future fa- 
thers or an exclusive tutoring 
institute for striptease artists in 
which the aspirants are taught 
how to adhere to rigid rules 
without seeming to.

“Nikki, Wild Dog of the North,” 


When Walt Disney started 
making nature films a few 
years ago they were a specta- 
cular tribute to animal life, al- 
most 19th century romantic in 
their keen-eyed, off-to-the- 
swamps-we-go enthusiasm and 
khowledgeable awareness. 
Thanks to the remarkable pati- 
ence of the photographers, who 
did their work damply balanc- 
ed on rafts or stuffed into en- 
larged prairiedog holes one 
had one’s childhood reawakened. 
One also had one’s adult 
sensibilities offended for 
having gone to so much trouble 
to take pictures of wild iife as 
it really is, Disney sometimes 
proceeded to cut and rearrange 
his footage to make up little 
dramas about little creatures, 
coyly suggesting with music or 
dialogue that animals, properly 


understood, are after all only 
people. 
Gradually, thank goodness, 


Disney dropped this patronizing 
attitude until now we have in 
“Nikki, Wild Dog of the North,” 
a film which treats animals with 
real affection and respect and

Their behavior, although it 
was doubtless very carefully 
encouraged, seems spontaneous 
and untampered with and is 
most funny. 

Alas, the rope breaks and 
with it the picture, for back 
we go to a moral tale which not 
even the firmest people-disliker 
will enjoy.

Japanese Film 


‘Shiiku’ 


“Shitku” (“Nurture” or 
“Breeding”) is the newest film 
of director Nagisa Oshima, who 
created controversy last year 
when he started off the short- 
lived Japanese New Wave with 
“Seishun Zankoku Monogatari” 
(Story of Youth and Violence). 
Disagreeing with his Shochiku 
employers, he is now working 
independently, his new film be- 
ing distributed by Taiho Liga, 
successor to Shintoho. 


“Shiiku,” ilmed in well-tex- 
tured black and white entirely 
on location in a Nagano moun- 
tain village, is based on Ken- 
zaburo’s novel about the kill- 
ing of a wartime US. Army 
pliot who had crashed in the 
mountains. The pilot, a Negro 
(played by American actor 
Hugh Hurd of “Shadows” fame 
who has in this film almost no 
dialogue but who communicates 
everything with his face) is 
shut up in a storehouse by the

Koreans Seen 
Big Threat 
In Judo Meet 


PARIS (UPI)—Judokas from 
all-over the world were train- 
ing In France this week for the 
vorid judo championship, 
scheduled to open at Coubertin 
Stadium here Saturday. 


This will be the first world 
judo event held outside Japan. 
Japanese masters were expect- 
ec to win the championships 
but, for the first time, they were 
expected to have trouble do- 
ing it. 

So far the Japanese, who in- 
vented the sport and its curious 
traditions, have been able to 
win most of their international 
matches in less than one 
minute. 


But judo has now spread all 
over the world. Japanese mas- 
ters have taught its secrets to 
many people and professors of 
judo now teach the sport every- 
where. It will also be the last 
world event fought without 
weight classes. 


The matches will be timed 
for 10 minutes and the grand 
finals in 20 minutes. The 55 
competitors have been divided 
by four charts. 


The three Japanese entered 
are included in three charts 
and expected to win them. The 
fourth chart should be won by 
a Korean. 


“Our toughest opponents 
will be the Koreans,” K. Sone, 
the Japanese world champion 
said Tuesday during a break 
from training here. “They are 
as fast and powerful as we 
are,” he said. 


The six Japanese in training 
here were in “good condition,” 
said Sone and “confident we 
can beat our opponents througn 
better technique.” 


French experts said the man 
most likely to create troubie 
for the Japanese was Aton 
Geesink, the Dutch European 
champion. Geesink—who train- 
ed in Japan—will fight Masa- 
shige Shigematsu of Japan in 
the quarterfinals. 


Others who might upset the 
Japanese included Nic Tem- 
pesta of Italy, giant Peter 


Bridge of Britain, Daniel Out- 
elet of Belgium and Japanes- 
born South Americans Yoshi- 
yuki Yamasatochi of Argentine, 
Yoshiyuki Yamamoto of Ar- 
gentine and Masayoshi Kawa- 
kami of Brazil.

~The Kennedy-Adzhubei Interview 


The interview granted by President Kennedy tc Mr. 
Alexei "Adzhubei, editor of the Soviet Government paper 
Izvestia and son-in-law of Soviet Premier Khrushchev, was 
in the nature of a debate as much as an ordinary inter- 
view but it did not suffer from lack of interest on that 


score, 


The. granting of an interview of this nature was in 
itself an. unusual event, but it has certainly served to show 


the fundamental differences 


between Moscow's thinking 


and thé ideas of the Free World. While the President 
was clear and concise in his statements, Mr. Adzhubei, a 
man of undoubted ability, made the best of a bad case in 
putting forward the Soviet point of view. 


The President pointed out that the root of the world 
conflict lay in Soviet Russia's efforts to “communize, in 
a sense, the entire world.” “If the Soviet Union,” he said, 
“were Merely seeking to protect its own national interests 
and would permit other countries to live as they wish— 
to livé In peace—then I believe that the problems which 
now threaten so much tension would fade away.” 

Im making this trenchant statement, the American 
President was echoing what must be the feeling of the 
great majority of the people of the world fortunate enough 
to live outside the orbit of Communist tyranny and thus 


free to think for themselves. 


Mr. Adzhubei’s counterstatement was entirely uncon- 


vincing. 


He said he could not agree with President Ken- 


nedy. that Soviet Russia was trying to “communize” the 


world... “We are,” he said, 


“against any export of the 


revolution, but we are also against any export of the coun- 
ter revolution.” This contention is obviousiy contrary to 
the facts of Soviet long-sustained foreign policy, nor does it 
square ‘with the constant propaganda for Marxism-Lenin- 
ism—whatever that term may exactly mean—as the cure 
for the’ world’s ijls or with the definite statement ot Mr. 
Khrushchev himself that he hoped to see a world convert- 
ed to communism within his own lifetime. 

President Kennedy told Mr. Adzhubei that if progress 
could be made on the problem of Germany and Berlin 
then in his epinion it would provide a most important 


step in improving relations in other areas. 


Throughout 


the interview, he revealed his desire to make a beginning 
in improving relations with Soviet Russia, obviously feel- 
ing; aS most other people do, that this is rendered difficult 
by Moscow's reluctance to consider in a practical fashion 
any other views than its own. 

Thus, the President pointed out that if the atomic 
powers ‘were able to achieve an agreement on the cessa- 
tion of-nuclear tests this would bring in due course other 


agreements on disarmament.

The first step, to our mind, in this matter must be a 
moratorium on nuclear weapon tests, but in view of the 
Russian breach of the old moratorium, there must be 
safeguards against duplicity, and such safeguards it would 
appear must involve international controls and inspection. 
An agreement to ban further nuclear weapon tests would 
still leave the atomic powers in possession of their nu- 
clear weapon stockpiles, the reduction of which could be 
dealt with as part of a general scheme for quantitative

fashion, There is no doubt that this feeling is still very 
prevaient in Soviet Russia and that hostility toward West 
Germany is an active ingredient in Soviet foreign policy. 
Mr. Adzhubei expressed the usual fears of “revanchism” 
but President Kennedy pointed out that West Germany, 
with its very limited forces and possessing no nuclear 


weapons, was “not a military threat.” 


The United States, 


he said, would not give nuclear Weapons to any country, 
and he would be “extremely reluctant to see West Ger- 


many acquire a nuclear capacity of its own.” 


“Chancellor 


Adenauer,” he added, “stated that they would not, in 1954. 
That is still the policy of the German Government, and 
I think that is the wise policy.” 

Possibly, under the circumstances, it is wise. But 
fundamentally, the notion that some nations should. he 
privileged tO have atomic weapons and others not, hardly 


seems a sound one. 


What the Russians clearly fail to realize is that it is 
their own attitude toward West Germany that is likely to 
inspire the German people with ill feeling toward them. 
While Moscow so plainly shows a disposition to regard 
all Germans who are not avowed Communists as enemies 
or potential enemies, a cause for international tension will 


remain in Europe.

Movements in Economy 


Banker Gives Views, Forecasts on World and Domestic Situation 


Following is a translation of the 
address given by Horie, chairman 
of the board of directors and 
president of the Bank of Tokyo 
before the 13th semiannual share- * 
holders’ meeting at the bank's 
head office yesterday. —Editor 


I Meve the honor to submit 
this semiannual report of our 
bank for the 30th business term, 
which began on April 1 and 
ended in September 1961. 

In the world econdmic scene 
since the’ opening. of the ‘60s 
there have developed a number 
of remarkable 
movements fea- 
suring the period 
in which global 
moves toward 
trade and ex- 
change Iliberalli- 
zation are reach: 
ing the § fina? 
stages. I should 
like to set forth 
ny views and 
forecast as to 
three major 
movements: growing price com- 
petition in the world market, 
activated movements of short- 
term funds, and a possible inter- 
national realignment in «ex- 
change rates. 

First, the growing price com- 
petition in the world market at- 
tracts attention. At present, the 
world economy is in a pros- 
perous condition. In the United 
States, economic activity recov- 
ered from the preceding decline 
faster than expected, and has 
since been moving upward. The 
United Kingdom, as the emer- 
gency measures taken in July 
portended, is prepared for long- 
run economic progress, abstain- 
ing from seeking a short-run up- 
surge. 

European Economy 

Economic activity in continen- 
tal European countries, though 
it is said to have passed the 
peak, still continues prosperous, 
achieving a high growth rate of 
8 per cent in the first half of 
this year. 

All this leads us to imagine 
the world economy as being not 
faced by problems of any great 
importance except the chronic 
slack prevalent in developing 
countries owing to the down- 
ward trend in prices of primary 
products. 

To Japan, however, the world 
economic prosperity of today 
does not imply so favorable a 
turn in international economic 
circumstances as in the period of 
boom conditions in the "50s. For, 
many countries, preparatory to 
reaching the final stage in trade 
and exchange liberalization in 
the ‘60s, passed through the 

rocess of industrial expansion 
n the 50s more or less complete- 
ly, and presumably have since 
gained sufficient strength for in- 
ternational competition. 


Thus, they have ample produc- 
tion capacity in reserve even in 
a period of prosperity, and so 
price competition in the world 
market has grown further. And 
this tendency seems likely to 
intensify, in the period ahead. 
For this reason, we should bear 
in mind that Japan today finds 
itself in much severer circum. 
stances than in the period of 
world economic boom in the 
"50s.

Short-Term Funds 

Second, the international move- 
ment of short-term capital has 
gathered momentum. Primarily, 
the international movement of 
short-term funds plays the role 
of keeping the world economy 
in equilibrium, but is fraught, 
meanwhile, with a danger of 
deepening anxiety, about interna- 
tional currencies. There is some 
apprehension that the measures 
taken to defend the dollar and 
pound sterling so as to avert 
such a danger may impede the 
expansion of the world economy. 

The dollar uncertainty in 1960 
and the sterling strain in 1961 
were seemingly overcome. But, 
some observers have already be- 
gun to feel anxiety about the ad- 
vent of another dollar uncertain- 
ty in 1962. And there is a fear 
that sterling will simultaneous- 
ly face a crisis then, depending 
on the effects of the recent

emergency measures employed 
to safeguard the value of the 
pound, It seems to us that the 
eyelical interval at which such 
an international currency wun- 
certainty arises has been short- 
ening gradually.

national movement of short- 
term funds was made pos- 
sible by the restoration of 


convertibility of Western Eu- 
repean currencies toward the 
end of the ‘SOs. The short- 
term fund movement was 
spurred by the changes that 
have occurred in the world pat- 
tern of economic strength de- 
picted in the recent international 
economic scene. To take the 
six countries of the European 
Commagn Market as an instance, 
the total value of their exports 
to and imports from outside the 
Market exceeded the United 
States total trade in the first 
half of this year. Moreover, the 
total gold reserves of the 18 
countries of the former Organi- 
zation for European Economic 
Cooperation surpassed the 
United States gold reserves at 
the end of September. 

At the annual meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund 
held in Vienna this autumn a 
plan to bolster the fund system 
was approved. The plan aims at 
enabling the fund to cope with 
any large speculative flow of 
short-term capital. It is, so to 
speak, designed to bear the ad- 
verse consequences of short-term 
capital movements. 

Most desirable in this connec. 
tion is to prevent such specula- 
tive movements from developing. 
This naturally necessitates ac- 
tive ‘international cooperation 
in respect of interest rates and 
gold reserves. But, this kind 
of cooperation has its own 
limit, as was illustrated by the 
aftermath of the so-called “gen- 
tleman’s agreement” reached 
in Basle in March this year be- 
tween the central bank gover- 
nors of the eight Western Eu- 
repeai countries. 

In order to strengthen the 
present international currency 
system, therefore, it seems neces- 
sary to give the fund such ad- 
ministrative functions as to 
check undesirable movements of 
short-term funds. At the same 
time, the member countries are 
required to seek to achieve in- 
ternal and external equilibrium 
simultaneously without relying 
entirely on the international or- 
ganizations, and to endeavor not 
to develop causes leading to.cur- 
rency uncertainties, 

Now as to the third movement, 
an international realignment in 
exchange rates seems probable 
In response to global moves to- 
ward trade and exchange liberal- 
ization. In the decade of the "30s 
a total of 30 countries adjusted 
the par values-of their curren- 
cies. In a short period of 21 
months since the "60s opened, 17 
countries changed the par value 
of their currencies. 


Basic Attitude 

Under the gold exchange 
standard system so systematical- 
ly framed as it is today, it is 
hardly likely that such a rush 
of currency dévaluations as we 
experienced in the "30s will take 
place again. And we should not 
allow such an upset to occur 
again. Of importance in this 
endeavor is that advanced na- 
tions when realigning the ex- 
change rates according to their 
respective economic § strength, 
should act strictly from a view- 
point of international coopera- 
tion under the IMF system. 

After considering these three 
salient features of the world 
economy of today, I felt inclined 
to say that the basic attitude to- 
ward the world economy in the 
‘60s should be one embodied in 
“competitive cooperation.” Ih 
other words, international co- 
operation Is doubtlessly most de- 
sirable to cope with new devel- 
opments in the world economic 
scene, and such cooperation 
should necessarily be conducted 
even under acutely competitive 
circumstances. ,

In the meantime, however, 
the balance of payments has 
been deteriorating chiefly be- 
cause of the adverse balances of 
merchandise trade since the turn 
of the year. As a result, the for- 
eign exchange reserves have 
been declining rapidiy since 


May. 
Rise in Imports 

The deterioration of interna- 
tional payments balance has 
been due largely to a steep rise 
in imports and partly to a slug- 
gish state of exports. Remark- 
able advancés were seen in ‘m- 
ports of raw materials in kKeep- 
ing with industrial expansion, 
and the same applies to machin- 
ery and other manufactures in 
reflection of vigorous business 
equipment investment activity 
and personal consumption. 


In the six-month period cov- 


ered by this report, imports 
reached a high level, running 
nearly 40 per cent above the 
like period of last year. Mean- 
while, the pace of export expan- 
sion slowed down appreciably 
owing to heavy demand at home 
and a fall in exports to the 
United States stemming from 
the business decline of last year 
in that country and its “dollar 
saving” policy. 

Consequently, the merchandise 
trade deficits aggregated neariy 
$600 million in April-Sptember. 
In the field of invisible trade, 
moreover, »ayment exceeded re- 
ceipts owing to increased freight 
payments. On current account, 
therefore, this country incurred 
a large deficit of $640 million in 
the six-month period. 

Up until about July the cur- 
rent-account deficit had been 
largely offset by the surplus 
balance on short-term capital ac- 
count arising mainly from the 
increased use of usance facilities 
granted for Japanese imports, 
and from a rise in nonresident 
free yen deposits. In both 
August and September, however, 
the balance on capital account 
showed a small deficit. 

Decline of Reserves 

Thus, the deficit balance on 
over-all account was growing by 
degrees. As a result, the foreign 
exchange reserves declined 
sharply from a peak of $2,000 
million reached in April to 
about $1,600 million at the end 
of September. This downward 
trend seems likely to continue 
for some months to come. 

To cope with the situation, the 
authorities concerned have since 
July taken a number of meas- 
ures designed to improve the 
balance-of-payments position, led 
by monetary tightening devices. 
Speaking of the monetary steps 
employed thus far, the Ministry 
of Finance and the Bank of 
Japan in July urged commercial 
banks to cut their loans so as to 
persuade businesses to curtail 
by more than 10 per cent their 
equipment investment spending 
scheduled for the current fiscal 
year; the Bank of Japan raised 
its basic discount rate by 0.1 sen 
per diem (0.365 per-cent per an- 
num) on two occasions in July 
and September to 20 sen per 
diem (7.3 per cent per annum), 
strengthened the higher rate ap- 
plication system under which 
penalty rates are applied to loans 
beyond certain specified limits, 
and increased the rates of 
reserve requirements under the 
reserve deposit system; and the 
Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry raised the rates of 
import guarantee money. to be 
deposited in the Bank of Japan 
through exchange banks. 


Payment Difficulties 

In September, furthermore, 
the Government decided on the 
basic principles of a comprehen- 
sive policy covering fiscal and 
all other economic sectors for 
the improvement of interna- 
tional payments balance. Thus, 
the economy which had retained 
its forward momentum § since 
1959 achieving remarkable 
growth under boom conditiéns, 
now faces a period of adjust- 
ment. 


In considering possible effects 
of these measures and future 
trends in economic activity, it is 
necessary, first of all, to fathom 
the basic causes of the current 
payments difficulties. 

As noted already, the growth 
of imports is attributable, after 
all, to the increased consump- 
tion and stockpiling of raw 
materials accompanying the 
marked expansion of industrial 
production and to the. vigor- 
ous demand especially at home 
which could not be met suffici- 
ently by the increased supply 
through such an industrial ex- 
pansion. There are good reasons 
for believing that the upsurge in 
demand has resulted principally 
from high business equipment 
investment activity, and the in- 
crease of consumption provided 
another impetus for the import 
growth. Accordingly, anv neas- 


wres of improvement in pay- 


ments balance have to plave 
emphasis, for the present, on 
the curbing of business eqiup- 
ment investment activity, as well 
as reduction in personal con- 
sumption and export promotion. 
Upsurge of Loans 

Under the system of free eco- 
nomy, finance is the major con- 
tributory factor in regulating 
business investment § activity. 
Particularly poteworthy in this 
connection is the recent sharp 
upsurge in the Bank of Japan 
loans to commercial banks. The 
balance outstanding at the end 
of September stood at ¥1,020,000 
million, showing a considerable 
expansion over the ¥640,000 mil- 
lion at the end of March. In 
October, there developed the un- 
usual phenomenon that such 
Bank of Japan loans exceeded

While an over-all increase in 
business fund demand along 
with economic expansion is cited 
as an important factor in the 
growth of the Bank of Japan 


-loans, of particular importance 


is the excess of Government 
receipts over payments to the 
public. The net Government 
receipts amounted to more than 
300,000 million in the six-month 
period this Report covers, owing 
chiefly to increased tax revenues 
consequent upon business pros- 
perity and to the excess of yen 
receipts over payments on For- 
eign Exchange Fund Special Ac- 
count due to the adverse bal- 
ances of international payments. 
Far-Reaching Effect 

As will be clear from this, 
commercial bank dependence on 
the Bank of Japan loans has be- 
come increasingly heavy, and so 
any tightening of its loans has 
a really far-reaching effect on 
the money market. Mindful of 
this, it is desirable that ‘the au- 
thorities take a flexible attitude 
in dealing with any monetary 
frictions anticipated in the peri- 
od ahead. 

As regards the effects of the 
countermeasures on the balance- 
of-payments situation, I am of 
the opinion that sifice the pay- 
ments difficulties of today have 
come about as the result of the 
economy growing too fast, they 
could be overcome with relative 
ease should appropriate steps of 
economic adjustment be taken. 
In this sense, I believe it 
unnecessary for us to take a 
serious view of the keynote and 
structural character of the coun- 
try’s international payments bal- 
ance. 

Especially worth noting here 
is the relation between the ad- 
verse payments balance of today 
and the innovation of industrial 
and trade structures. The Geep- 
rooted business zeal for equip- 
ment investment stems, in the 
main, from the requirements of 
innovation. The innovation is 
being made for industry to adapt 
itself for the moves toward trade 
and exchange liberalization, par- 
ticularly import liberalization 
and, broadly, for fundamental re- 
quirements, of the economy for 
ite progress farther ahead. 

Adjustment Vital 

As we have seen, in the world 
market sharper price competi- 
tion is expected in the ’60s than 
in the "50s. In this respect, it 
should not be overlooked that 
the foundation of the economy 
is steadily gaining strength in 
keeping with the progress in the 
modernization and expansion of 
industry. The important task of 
economic policy and finance to- 
day lies in the adjustment be- 
tween the balance-of-payments 
problems of a passing nature and 
the long-run problems of in- 
novating the industrial and trade 
structure. At this juncture, it is 
desired that the authorities con- 
cerned abstain from resorting 
merely to inelastic and formal 
tightening measures, and rather 
they should direct their efforts, 
among other steps, at inviting 
foreign capital of a sound na- 
ture. 

In these circumstances both at 
home and abroad, our bank all 
the more realizes its growing 
responsibility as the sole special- 
ized foreign exchange bank in 
this country. To meet this re- 
sponsibility, it is redoubling its 
efforts to supplement its own 
banking business and to 
strengthen cooperative relations 
with other banks. I may men- 
tion that as regards the cotton 
credits from the Export-Import 
Bank of Washington, our bank 
in June gained the status of the 
contracting party on the side of 
Japan in place of the Bank of 
Japan. 

Business Expanded 

Meanwhile, our bank has 
further expanded its business 
network overseas. During the 
business term this report covers, 
it opened a representative office 
in Chicago, Illinois and expects 
to set up a representative office 
in Frankfurt, F.R. Germany. 
Besides, it is making prepara- 
tions for the opening of branch 
offices in Paris, France and in 
Saigon, Vietnam. In New Delhi, 
India, too, our bank is preparing 
for the opening of a branch 
Office, as the city is growing in 
importance as the center of eco- 
nomic development in_ that 
country. From the viewpoint of 
rationalizing domestic office sta- 
tioning, our bank opened the 
Uchisaiwaicho office in Tokyo on 
Sept. 11, and closed its Moji 
office on Oct. 31. 

During the 30th business term 
covered by this report, despite 
the reduction of interest rates 
on loans at home in the previous 
business term and the increase 
in costs of raising pound funds 
consequent upon higher interest 
rates in the United Kingdom, the 


bank attained a higher level of 


earnings than in the preceding 
business term. This is attribut- 
able to a marked increase in the 
volume of the bank's business 
both at home and abroad, and to 
increased fund resources inclu- 
sive of the doubling of its capital 
in July, e 

After providing for the re- 
quired amortization and ade- 
quate reserves, the bank realized 
a net profit of ¥998 million dur- 
ing the 30th business term, an 
increase of ¥48 million over the 
preceding term.

ROME—For five days I have 


been watching Italian reactions

I recall the first evening when the news of the butchery and 
dismemberment of the unarmed youth reached the ain and 
press and was blared in headlines.

of young men wandering the streets restlessly, with a look of 
blank frustration on their faces. They were looking for some 


place where they could make a stand against 
something they could demonstrate against, 


an unknown enemy, 
some specific act they 


could perform which would ease their shock and bewilderment. 
Had some building offered a logical target there would not have 


been a stone of it left standing. 


But there was nothing. 
> 


The restlessness has continued. But as I think back to that 
first unforgettable evening it strikes me that something new had 
happened, and something that carries a foreboding for our age. 
The memory of those young men, wandering dazed and unbeliev- 
ing in the streets, not knowing what to do or to whom or with 
what, calls up an image of other young men wandering on other 
streets on some not impossible future occasion, dazed, unbeliev- 
ing, as the news of atomic death strikes home to them. 


I am not saying that Italians or other Europeans are particu- 
larly obsessed with the image of atomic death. They are not. 
There is very little awareness in Burope of the atomic facts of 
life. Some Europeans say they have no hysteria about it as Amer- 
icans do, but I say that they have terribly little awareness. The 
hysteria is just below the surface, and it is more likely to be 
scratched into expression by the fact that the mind is unprepared 


for it. 
The look I saw on the faces 


of Italians of every description 


was that of grief at the innocence of the victims, and bewilder- 
ment at the senselessness of it, and rage at their own helpiess- 
ness to inflict an answering death to this death visited upon their 


people. This is not the historic 
in battle.

mourning for young men killed 


This is a new grief which may anticipate the days of 
I suspect it is one reason for the religious rest- 


lessness in many parts of the world, looking for new answers to 


questions it cannot even formulate.

The 13 young Italians were not nuclear victims. 


But I hold 


nonetheless to what I am seeking to say. Nuclear weapons are 
not the only new and strange force in the world. There is a 
new, strange, nationalist violence which comes out of the claims 
of liberation movements among people for many of whom free- 


dom means the freedom to hate freely. 


In some of the new 


nations the young men have new skills, new ideas, and are dream- 
ing new dreams, but in others their nationhood means only that 
they have guns in their hands and the freedom to kill, 


There is another new force 


in the world. It is the United 


Nations idea, the idea of an organization and cause that cu} across 
national boundaries, in police acttons which do not directly con- 
cern their own countries but have vaguely to de with world order. 

One of the hardest things for the people I saw on the Roman 
streets, as indeed for people anywhere, is to grasp the meaning 


of this new kind of assignment. 


It is not too hard to grasp the 


meaning of death fdr one’s country. But the death of innocefits 


in a strange land, for a cause for 


which men’s minds are still un- 


- prepared, is like a senseless sacrifice to a god unknown. 


It is this mental unpreparedness which is the heart of the 
matter and which I read in the dazed faces on the Roman street. 
I gather that a young Argentinian novelist has just written a 
treatise which he calls Homo Atomicus. I am sure it is filled with 
ps¥chological and moral subtleties about the awareness of nuclear | 


death. Unlike some of my friends. 


I am in favor of our think- 


ing about these matters—thinking soberly and without hysteria 
but nevertheless thinking. But I insist that we live in a world 
in which there are new ideas and movements stranger even than 
the strange new weapons. Our worst unpreparedness is our 


failure to grasp or even to face 


them. 


In Italy, the dazed look of disbelief came at the news of the 


Congo massacre. In West Berlin 


it came at the news of the wall, 


and there must be something of the same sort now with the build- 


ing of the tank traps. 


Two months ago most of us wore that 


look at the news of Hammarskjold’s death, and a few weeks ago 
when the Russians exploded their big bomb. Tomorrow you may 
see it in Helsinki if Khrushchev means business about bringing 


the Finns to their knees.
